State  Dept.  Asks  Fends 
For  Vatican  Embassy 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  —  T  h  e 
State  Department  has  asked  Con¬ 
gress  for  an  appropriation  of  $70,- 
000  to  establish  an  American  Em¬ 
bassy  at  the  Vatican. 

Although  the  President  has  not 
nominated  an  ambassador  in  place 
of  General  Mark  W.  Clark,  who 
withdrew  his  name  on  Jan.  1$, 
1852,  the  Department  has  advised 
the  House  Appropriations  Commit¬ 
tee  of  Mr.  Truman’s  intention  to 
make  a  new  nomination. 

Accordingly,  the  Department  has 
asked  that  funds  be  appropriated 
for  the  mission  for  the  fiscal  year 
begianing  July  1,  1852. 

Mr.  Perkins  described  the  pro 
posed  mission  as  a  “small  one.’’ 
He  said  provision  is  made  for  six 
American  and  four  Italian  employ¬ 
ees  to  staff  the  embassy.  The  re¬ 
quested  funds  also  would  cover  “of¬ 
ficial  residence  expenses, ”  he  said. 

The  appropriation  request  ap¬ 
parently  will  give  Congress  its  first 
opportunity  to  go  an  record  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  dip¬ 
lomatic  mission  to  the  Vatican.

BOA'Ci)  GETS  PERMIT 
TO  ENTER  INDONESIA 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  an¬ 
nounced  at  its  March  meeting  that 
its  program  of  advance  has  now 
been  extended  into  the  Republic  of 
Indonesia. 

Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  the 
Board’s  executive  secretary,  said 
that  the  establishment  of  a  base  in 
Indonesia  now  opens  the  way  for 
the  assignment  of  additional  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  join  the  three  already 
in  that  country.  He  said  it  is  likely 
that  other  experienced  mission¬ 
aries  of  the  China  staff  will  go 
there  in  the  near  future. 

Dr.  Rankin  said  that  permission 
to  launch  mission  work  in  Indo¬ 
nesia  represents  a  definite  achieve¬ 
ment.  He  continued:  “With  politi¬ 
cal  conditions  as  they  are  in  the 
Far  East,  and  particularly  in  the 
area  of  the  South  Pacific,  govern¬ 
ments  are  exercising  stringent  care 
in  allowing  any  Sind  of  organiza¬ 
tions  that  work  with  the  people  to 
project  work.  This  includes  mission 
organizations. 

"  “It,  therefore,  became  necessary 
for  our  missionaries  to  secure  the 
official  permission  and  recognition 
of  the  Ministry  of  Religion  of  the 
Indonesian  government  before  they 
could  be  granted  permanent  visas 
for  residence  in  Indonesia  to  con¬ 
duct  mission  work  there. 

“Since  the  Southern  Baptist  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  has  not  had 
work  in  Indonesia  it  was  necessary 
that  very  strong  arguments  be  pre 
sented  to  the  government  to  secure 
their  permission.” 

Dr.  Rankin  added  that  it  was 
only  through  the'  strong  presenta¬ 
tion  made  by  Dr.  Baker  James 
Cauthen,  the  Board's  secretary  to 
the  Orient  who  flew  from  Tokyo  to 
Indonesia  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
three  missionaries  in  Java  that  the 
permission  W'as  secured. 

The  missionaries  in  Java  are 
Stockwell  Spars,  W.  B.  Johnson, 
and  Charles  Cowherd,  all  of  the 
China  staff. 

March  Appointaas 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board 
named  seven  young  people  for  life¬ 
time  missionary  service  overseas 
at  its  March  meeting.  They  are 
Alex  Franklin  Gamer  and  Charleta 
Alma  Beindorf  Garner,  of  Arkan¬ 
sas,  for  Argentina;  Harold  Edward 
Hurst,  of  Missouri,  and  Alice  June 
Leavitt  Hurst,  of  Florida,  for  Hon¬ 
duras;  William  Wayne  Logan,  D. 
D.  S.,  and  Dorothy  Cook  Logan,  of 
Mississippi,  for  Nigeria;  and  Mon- 
da  Vesta  Marlar  ,of  Oklahoma,  for 
Southern  Rhodesia. 

Dr.  Logan,  the  second  dentist  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Board,  also 
holds  a  degree  in  pharmacy. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hurst  are  the 
Board’s  first  appointees  for  Hon¬ 
duras.  They  will  serve  as  field  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

Mrs.  Hurst  and  Miss  Marlar  are 
graduate  nurses.  Miss  Msrlar  will 
launch  medical  missionary  work  in 
Southern  Rhodesia,  one  of  the 
Board’s  newest  mission  fields. 

Early  hi  1950  a  wealthy  ranch 
owner  in  Southern  Rhodesia,  mem¬ 


ber  of  anotner  denomination,  gave 
the  Board  1,000  acres  of^snch  land, 
bordering  on  two  large  native  Afri¬ 
can  reserves,  on  which  to  launch 
a  missionary  undertaking.  This 
tract  of  land  is  to  be  the  center 
of  medical  mission'  work  in  that 
area.  Already  $25,000  has  been  ap 
propriated  for  the  work.  It  is  hoped 
that  later  this  year  one  or  two  doc¬ 
tors  will  be  named  for  that  field. 
A  school  with  207  pupils  has  just 
been  opened  in  the  same  area  of 
Rhodesia.

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EFFICIENCY  EFFORT 
PROGRAM  AT  INVERNESS 
HELPS  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 


An  Efficiency  Effort  program  at 
the  First  Church,  Inverness  was 
the  result  of  a  need  felt  by  the 
teachers  and  officers  for  increas¬ 
ing  the  efficiency  and  effective¬ 
ness  of  the  Sunday  school’s  min¬ 
istry.  A  committee  composed  of 
General  Superintendent  W.  A. 
Price,  Intermediate  Superintendent 
Mrs.  L.  O.  Sheffield  and  the  pas¬ 
tor,  Rev.  Frank  Campbell  found 
the  weak  points  in  the  various -de¬ 
partments  and  suggested  ways  of 
improvement 

With  the  six-point  record  sys¬ 
tem  as  a  basis  every  class  showed 
some  improvement  during  Jan¬ 
uary  and  February.  The  highest 
record  was  that  a  grade  of  88 
made  by  one  of  the  primay  clas¬ 
ses,  Mrs.  L.  K.  Brown,  teacher. 
The  Young  Adults,  the  largest 
class,  taught  by  Mrs.  N.  S.  Toler, 
Sr.,  improved  its  work  by  47  per¬ 
centage  points.  One  of  the  Young 
People’s  classes,  taught  by  Whitty 
Hall,  Jr.,  led  the  program  with  a 
gained  grade  of  48  5-10  percentage 
points.  The  entira  school’s  grade 
was  raised  by  27  per  cent. 

In  an  effort  to  have  100  per  cent 
attendance  on  March  M,  there  was 
17.78  per  cent  more  present,  count- 
xa  Uiaa  ware  on  the  roll. 


ROME  — (RNS) —  Italian  Baptist 
authorities  charged  in  a  formal 
protest  that  the  Baptist  church  of 
Miglienico  in  the  province  of  Ma- 
tera  had  been  closed  by  civil  au¬ 
thorities  on  the  grounds  that  a  new 
authorization  was  required  for  its 
opening. 

Late  in  1951,  the  Baptist  leaders 
said  the  Italian  Ministry  of  the  In¬ 
terior  had  ruled  that  the  opening  of 
any  place  of  worship  must  be  auth¬ 
orized  by  local  police  authorities. 

The  Baptist  officials  at  that  time 
requested  the  Ministry  of  the  In¬ 
terior  “promptly  to  abrogate  its  re¬ 
strictive  decision  concerning  evan¬ 
gelical  cults"  and  to  recall  to  all 
local  authorities  “the  respect  due 
to  religious  freedom  in  all  its  mani¬ 
festations.”
